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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
05/12/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-56 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims as amended recite "said group of 
unused substitute addresses is user-specific". The specification provides no support for 
this limitation. At best the specification describes a group of unused substitute 
addresses and separately a single user-specific address. However, the specification 
does not describe the group of unused substitute addresses being user-specific. 
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Therefore, the claims contain subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 -56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 , 21 , 30 and 39 recite "said address" in multiple lines of the claim; there 
are many different addresses presented in the claims. Therefore, there is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is recommended to give each address 
a unique name to clarify which address is being referred. 

Claims 30-38 contain means (or step) plus function limitations that invokes 35 
U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. However, the written description fails to disclose the 
corresponding structure, material, or acts for the claimed function. The specification 
does not appear to provide any specific structure for these claims; at best paragraph 
[0037] describes the techniques being implemented in hardware, software or a 
combination thereof. For computer-implemented means-plus-function claim limitations, 
the corresponding structure is required to be more than simply a general purpose 
computer or microprocessor (see Aristocrat Technologies, Inc. v. International Game 
Technology, 521 F.3d 1328, 1333, 86 USPQ2d 1235, 1239-40 Fed. Cir. 2008). Based 
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on the specification it appears that the structure is merely general purpose computer or 
microprocessor. 

Applicant is required to: 

(a) Amend the claim so that the claim limitation will no longer be a means (or 
step) plus function limitation under 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph; or 

(b) Amend the written description of the specification such that it expressly 
recites what structure, material, or acts perform the claimed function without introducing 
any new matter (35 U.S.C. 132(a)). 

If applicant is of the opinion that the written description of the specification 
already implicitly or inherently discloses the corresponding structure, material, or acts so 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize what structure, material, or acts 
perform the claimed function, applicant is required to clarify the record by either: 

(a) Amending the written description of the specification such that it expressly 
recites the corresponding structure, material, or acts for performing the claimed function 
and clearly links or associates the structure, material, or acts to the claimed function, 
without introducing any new matter (35 U.S.C. 132(a)); or 

(b) Stating on the record what the corresponding structure, material, or acts, 
which are implicitly or inherently set forth in the written description of the specification, 
perform the claimed function. For more information, see 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and MPEP §§ 
608.01(0) and 2181. 

7. Any claims not specifically addresses are rejected by virtue of their 
dependencies. 
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Specification 

8. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: As put forth above, with respect to the rejection under the 
first paragraph of 35 USC 112, the specification fails to describe a user-specific group of 
unused substitute addresses and therefore lacks antecedent basis for the claimed 
subject matter. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-56 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Agrawal teaches a group of addresses associated with a group of 
users.
